Kentucky Commission Re-Afflrms Its Action and Summer Meeting of 24 days. Weather cloudy. 

Refuses to Sanction Sale of Horses. i»re«wiin<r in.w n i a* ^.rntorv An.irow \ftiicr 



Saratoga. X. Y.. August 24. — At the recent sale 
of horses of tin* Newcastle Stable S. C. Hildreth 
paid $4,500 for the two-year-old colt, Zeus, and to- 
day, when he started him for the first time. In* was 
returned winner of the Adirondack Handicap, worth 
$4 ,500. It would have ta*en a first-class business I 
transaction had it not been that Mr. Hildreth did 
not consider his colt good enough to take the meas 
lire of James It. Keene’s Iron Mask, on which he is 
credited with having wagered $.{,000. while he per- 
mitted his recent purchase tb run unhaek«*d, with 
plenty of 12 to 1 and 15 to 1 available against his 
chances. 

The track was at its best and while clouds 
threatened all forenoon there was no rain and 
grandstand and lawns were crowded. It was a day 
when fast time was the order. Zeus ran three- 
quarters In 1:112 to win the feaiture. This equaled 
the track record, made by Resom last season. 

In addition to the Adirondack llaiuliran there was 
a mile handicap that brought about another meeting 
between Sir John Johnson and Dnnoscara. the two 
that finished first and second in the running of the 
Merchants* and Citizens’ Handicap. It was won by 
Sir John Johnson all the way, and his performance 
was a remarkable one when he took up 129 pounds 
and ran the distance In 1:38. A disqualification 
arose from the last race when Rye Straw was home 
a head before Gold of Ophir. the favorite. Mr- 
Taggart, who .rode Gold of Ophir. charged that Rye 
Straw, ridden by McCahey. had crowded his mount 
in the stretch. Tin* interference did not appear to 
la* in any degree serious, but the claim was allowed 
anil the favorite was placed first. 

In all of the races In ’which Iron Mask has been 
lienten excuse has been made for him on the ground 
that the going was not to his liking and that the 
track must Is* fast for him to show to greatest ad- 
vantage. Today be found a lighning fast track 
and on bis showing he does not a wnttr to ha ve 
much chance for the Futurity, a rate lie 

has been pointing. Before the races there was a 
sale of horses from the stable of James R.' Keene, 
but Iron Mask was one that was not sold, on ac- 
count of his Futurity engagement. W. G. Yanke 
added Hound the World to the Adirondack field be- 
fore post, time and her presence played an important 
part in the defeat of the Keene colt. She outbroke 
iron Mask and he was unable to go along with her 
in the early stages. He has been breaking away 
and opening up a big lead himself in most of his 
races, but today he could never go to the front. 
Round the World set the pace until well into the 
stretch, but when she iiegan to shorten her stride 
a furlong from the finish. Zens dashed through on 
the rail and won with something to spare. Iron 
Mask was doing ids best to save third money at the 
finish. He was always first choice in the betting, 
but there was a good demand for Round t lie World, 
while Zeus was practically friendless in the market. 
Zeus is eligible for the Futurity and Ids race today 
makes him loom as an able aid to Novelty, the 
Hildreth dependence for that running. 

Sir John Johnson was at his best today and his 
race in tin* mile handicap was a repetition of Ids 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ victory. He went to the 
front at the rise of the linrrier and, disposing of the 
other contenders as they went to him in relays, 
lie had plenty left at the finish to beat home the 
lightly weighted Superstition and Danoseara. 

Thomas Hitehci»ck. Jr.’s three-y ear-old Stonre was 
winner of the steeplechase of the afternoon, hut he 
hail to race all the way to take the measure of 
Aunt Jule, from which he recelv«*d twenty lmunds by 
the scale. Aunt Jule. only a four-year-old. was un- 
der llK> pqunds. twenty iiouiids above the scale, and 
when $he finished a close second to the three-year 
old she had raced under a heavier weight than prob- 
ably was ever liefore carried through the field by a 
filly of her age. 

In the running of the third race jockey MoTag- 
gart. who weighed in five pounds over weight, came 
back six pounds over and he was called before the 
stewards liefore he was permitted to pass the 
s< ales. The extra weight was allowed and Giandore. 
the horse he rode into third place, was verified In 
that position.

Lexington. Ky., August 24.— The Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, all members present, met here 
today and re -heard the cases of II. Guy Bedwell. 
ruled off because of the drugged condition of the 
horse Nadzu at Latonia July 4. und John Marklein, 
whose training license was revoked because of the 
inconsistent racing of the horse W. A. Leach at the 
Lexington spring meeting. After Mr. Bedwell and 
his attorney. D. Gray Falconer, president of the 
Kentucky Association, had introduced affidavits from 
two detectives su parting the Kell Williams nth- 
davit previously introduced, and had reiterated 
piotestations of innocence, the commission went into 
a discussion of the ease from all angles. Maior F. 
A. Daingerfield moved that the commission affirm its 
former ruling. The motion was seconded by George 
j. Long and received the unanimous vote of the com- 
mission. „ „ , 

Through his attorney Mr. Bedwell then made ap- 
plication for permission to sell his horses with the 
sanction of the commission and the understanding 
that they would be permitted to race in other hands. 
For response, the commission pointed to rule 2**9, 
which sjiecilies that all korsi*s owned wholly or in 
part by a person ruled off mnsi alsd be ruled off. 

Former County Judge Bullock appeared with and 
for John Marklein, declaring that the young Cincin- 
natian was not guilty of a violation of turf rules 
and had not contributed knowingly to the inconsis- 
tent running of the horse VV. A. I .each, if his races 
here were inconsistent, and further declared that 
Marklein hud not profited by any betting on the 
horse. On motion of Johnson N. Camden, seconded 
by Major Daingerfield. the commission voted unani- 
mously to affirm its former ruling. 

John Ilachmeister, general manager of the Latonia 
track, resjHmded to the invitation of the commission 
to track representatives to lie present today and 
discuss the proposed changes in the rules governing 
pari-mutuel Istting and Jhe rate of commission to 
be charged. Mr. Haehmeister talked interestingly 
for about half an hour, displaying the figures result- 
ing from the spring meetings at Louisville and La- 
tonia and showing that the breakage amounted to a 
fraction less than one per cent, at those two meet- 
ings. 

Matt J. Winn, general manager of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey Club, had written from Saratoga that he 
and President Charles F. Grainger would be detained 
there until Septeuilier I and asked that tin* dis- 
cussion be postponed until u later date. The com- 
mission decided that it would let the matter go 
over until the conclusion of the fall meetings in 
Kentucky so that it may have the rejiort of the 

meetings for the entire year before them. 

No other matters were taken up, Messrs. Bedwell 
and Marklein returned to Cincinnati this evening. 
Mr. Bedwell said that he would ship his horses now 
at Latonia to California and would dispose of them 
there.

Maskette, 
the two-year-old Iron Mask aud uis yearlings. The 
bidding was excellent aud for the lot a total of 
$ 09.750 was obtained, representing an average of 
$2,583. The top price was $7,000. paid for the 

Voter fillv. Love-Not, which went to E. R. Bradley 
after spirited bidding. Helmet was also taken by 
Mr. Bradley when lie bid $0,500. James Rowe, 
trainer for Mr. Keene, secured Sweepaway for 

$5,loo ami Captain E. B. Cassatt paid a like price 
for Heatherbroom. Lahore went to U. 1>. Williams 
for $5,000.
